Near Cum berland Gap. 
S t. L ouis, Mo., March 8. — Advices 
from Tennessee say that a party of moun­ 
tain desperadoes, headed by the notorious 
Clabe Watson, Lee Watson, Bill Turner, 
and Judson Bell, attacked the camps of 
Hay & Rivenac, railroad contractors, near 
Cumberland gap. 
The ruffians were drunk and were armed 
with Winchesters and large Colt’s revol­ 
vers. They first overran the commissary 
department and ate or destroyed all the 
provisions. They then went to the shan­ 
ties and cabins occupied by the negro 
laborers and beat several of them nearly 
to death. By this time Hay and Rivenac 
had gathered a number of their mea 
together and opened fire on the desper­ 
adoes. 
A pitched battle took place, in 
which Judson Bell and Leo Watson were 
mortally wounded and the remainder of 
the gang driven away. The next day the 
railroaders, with Officers Ingraham and 
Cavin, raided Yellow Creek and captured 
the desperate outlaw Andy Watson, who 
has terrorized Bell county for years. 
He 
was taken to Pineville jail. There are 
several indictments for murder against 
him. The railroad men have thoroughly 
armed themselves, and say that if the Ken­ 
tucky authorities will back them up they 
wiil rid the Yellow Creek region of all the 
outlaws that overrun it.

W aukesha, Wig., March 8.—The ex­ 
amination of Mrs. Driscoll, who murdered 
her husband at her home near Delafield, 
and attempted to take tho life of her son 
also will be held before Justice Hemlock 
to-morrow. Mrs. Driscoll had a spasm 
last evening. Bhe seems frantic with grief, 
realizing as she does the terrible crime she 
has committed. 


London, March 8.—In the House of 
CommoUS last night Lord George Hamil­ 
ton, first lord of the admiralty, said the 
government proposed to build 8 first-class 
men-of-war of 14,000 tons each and 2 of 
9,000 tons, 9 first-class cruisers, 29 smaller 
cruisers, 4 of the Pandora type of cruisers 
and 18 of the sharpshooter type of torpedo 
vessels. The total tonnage of all these 
Vessels will be 318,000 and the total cost 
£21,500,000. He asked that £10,000,000 
be appropriated from tho consolidated fund 
for the proposed increase of the navy, and 
that the remainder of the sum required bo 
provided for in the ordinary-estiiuates. 
He promised that the admiralty’s program 
would be executed within four aud a half 
years. 
Mr. Goschen, chancellor of 
the ex­ 
chequer, said that tho total voto to bo 
asked for 1889. was £4,650,000, including 
£2,600,000 for new construction. 
It was 
not proposed to raise the £10,000,000 
asked, which might be called a naval de­ 
fense fund, by msans of a loan. 
The 
government's scheme was to equalize the 
payments oter seven years, imposing 
£1,430,000 additional taxation yearly.

Randolph 
Churchill aud Lord 
Charles Beresford criticised the govern­ 
ment's 
proposals, and tho latter gave 
notice of an amendment declaring that En­ 
gland’s n&Val strength ought to be equal 
to the navies of Franco and any other 
great power combined. 
Tho Radicals will oppose every stage of 
the legislation connected with Lord George 
Hamilton’s scheme. 
It is expected that

Thomas’ bill requiring collectors’ books to 
show opposite each piece, lot, or tract of 
land any sales made of the same for taxes 
or special assessments for tho two preceding 
years; Mr. Secrost’s bill enabling counties 
to purchase and condemn dams and cause 
their removal to facilitate drainage; Mr.

appropriating $11,000 for 
carpeting and furnishing tho Appellate 
court rooms in the First district; Mr. Hig- 
beo’s bill requiring decrees and judgments 
of tho United States courts to Lo recorded 1 
in counties where they affect property. 
Senator K arrakor’s bill amending the | 
bastardy law so as to provide that no re­ 
lease given to tho putative father of an ille­ 
gitim ate child by the mother of such child 
shall be legal and binding unless tho re ­ 
lease is given with the consent of tho coun­ 
ty judge of the county in which the mother 
resides was passed by a vote of 27 to 13. 
A resolution offered by Mr. Rickert ex­ 
pressing tho sorrow of tho Senate for the 
death of ex-Senator Louis Thorn of tho 
Forty-eighth district was adopted.

When Sorosis, in December, 1876, pre­ 
sented a memorial to the trustees of Colum­ 
bia college regarding the higher education 
of women, that venerable institution be­ 
came Involved in difficulties which have 
grown with the passing of years and the 
enlargement of ideas. 
The first decisive 
step toward adm itting women to the ad­ 
vantages of the college was taken in June, 
1833, when the trustees ordered that a 
course of collegiate study, equivalent to 
that given to young men, should be offered 
to women. 
The ladles, not being admitted 
to classes, were at liberty to study where­ 
v e r they pleased, taking examinations at 
tho colleges twice a year. 
The next ad­ 
vance 
was 
tho 
establishment 
of 
a 
post-graduate 
departm ent 
for 
wo­ 
men. 
Then 
came 
tho 
crowning 
ef­ 
fort — the 
founding 
of 
a 
female 
Annex. 
Tho idea originated with Mrs. 
Annie Nathan Meyer, a former student of 
Columbia. 
She interested many prominent 
people in the scheme, and alinust before 
any one knew of a proposed college for 
women In tho metropolis, its trustees had 
been selected and plans made for the speedy 
opening of tho department. 
The Annex is 
to correspond to the “School of A rts,” and 
its students will have the same staff of in­ 
structors. 
As soon os the money is raised 
tho women will erect a building, but thoy 
will not wait for its completion before 
opening their college. 
There are twenty- 
four women now studying at Columbia, and 
many applications have been made for ad­ 
mission. 
The trustees, therefore, will en­ 
deavor to commence regular work in the 
new departm ent next fall. 


The proposition to name the annex “ Bar­ 
nard College,” after the aged president of 
Columbia, is a happy thought. 
The cause 
of higher education for women has had no 
better friend in this country than Dr. Bar­ 
nard. 
His interest in the Annex dates 
back to its very beginning, and to his In 
fluence it is indebted for Its success, if not 
for Its very existence. 
Tho honor is a fit­ 
ting one, too, to one who has filled so im 
portant positions as an educator, aud the 
fact that ho is about to give up his life 
work, is an added reason why it should be 
bestowed. 
Dr. Barnard is now past 80, 
and ho has keen an instructor for over sixty 
years. 
After his graduation from Yale, in 
1828, ho became a tutor in that university. 
From thoro ho came to this city as a teacher 
of tho deaf and dumb. 
He next occupied 
the chair of mathematics and natural philos­ 
ophy 
and 
later 
that 
of 
Chemistry 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Alabama. 
We 
next 
hear 
of 
him 
as 
professor of mathematics and astronomy 
at the University of Mississippi, and later 
as its president. 
But his final and best 
work was done at Columbia college, where 
ho has acted os president for nearly twen­ 
ty-five years. 
Under his government that 
time-honored institution has become one of 
the leading universities of the country, and 
his resignation last spring, because of ad 
vancing years ami unstable health wa-* uni­ 
versally regretted. 
The trustees foel that 
it will be difficult to chose a worthy succes 
sor, and thoy are making no haste to decide 
tho matter. 
It is rumored that no one will 
j be selected till Dr. 
Barnard has finished 
, his twenty-fifth year, and It has been his 
' greatest desire to serve Columbia college 
I quarter of a centurv.

L an sin g , Mich., March 8.—W ithin the 
last month two patients have died at tho 
Pontiac asylum for the insane as the result 
of brutal treatm ent on tho part of helpers. 
In both cases on post mortem examination 
nearly all tho ribs on one side of the men 
were found to be crushed in. 
Caustic criti­ 
cism by tho press on tho affair has at 
length induced Supt. Ilurd and President 
Minton of tho board of trustees to demand 
a careful investigation by the Legislature. 
A concurrent resolution was therefore in­ 
troduced in the Houso calling for tho ap ­ 
pointment of a special investigation com­ 
mittee. 
It passed tho Houso under a sus­ 
pension of Hie rules and will bo agreed to 
by the Senate. 
Tho committee will con­ 
sist of three Senators and three Represent­ 
atives, the Governor to add one member of 
the Board of Correc tions and Charities, and 
it will be empowered to solid for persons 
aud evidence in investigating the alleged 
abuses. 
The Houso passed bills to authorize tho 
incorporation of pipe-lino companies 
for 
tho transportation of petroleum and natural 
gas; to enable gaslight companies to in­ 
crease their capitaljstock $100,000 for each 
50,000 increase in population, and to pro­ 
vide a penalty for fraudulent removal or 
concealment of goods covered by chattel 
mortgage or purchased under contract. 
The last measure is of great importance, as 
a decision of tho Supreme court declared 
unconstitutional the existing law*, and thero 
is a t present no way of meting out punish­ 
ment to this class of offenders. 
Gov. Luce has signed the joint resolu­ 
tions for a vote this spring upon tho con­ 
stitutional amendments relative to the Ufo 
of incorporations and an increase to tho 
Governor’s salary to $1,000. 
Last evenin g 
Representatives hall was turned over to a 
large number of Detroit ladies, 
who ad ­ 
dressed the Legislature on tho bill granting 
munincipal suffrage to women.

On the other hand, there is 
great need of post-graduate colleges in our 
country. 
Johns Hopkins has thus far had 
tho field practically to itself.

posed Clark University will supply the 
want in New England, but it will be filled 
by the students of that locality. 
The Mid­ 
dle States need another such university, 
and Now York city, with its central posi­ 
tion and its concourse of scholars, is just 
the place for if.

W hite, 
of 
Cornell 
University, 
writes 
in the January

Columbia 
college, it is “old, honored, with perhaps

The need of a post-graduate university in 
New York city recalls the letter of an En­ 
glish author, recently published in the Lon­ 
don Times, in which he predicts that inter­ 
national copyright would make New York 
the literary center of the English speaking 
world. 
This idea, no doubt, causes some 
amusement in Boston and other parts of 
the country where the metropolis is re­ 
garded as a commercial giant and nothing 
more, but the facts on which he bases his 
argum ent are worthy of consideration. 
The English, with their numerous circulat­ 
ing libraries, are a nation of book borrow­ 
ers, whereas the Americans are book buy­ 
ers. 
W ith an American population num­ 
bering twenty-five million more than that 
of Great Britain, this consideration is an 
im portant one to the English publishers 
and will result in their placing their prin­ 
cipal establishments in Now York, and 
their branch houses in London. 
American 
journals, he thinks, will be more popular 
than those in England, and books will be 
w ritten to suit the American rather than 
the English taste.

He was very successful in bus­ 
iness, and retired from active work many 
years ago with a fortune aggregating mil­ 
lions.

His crowning act of 
philanthropy was the gift of $2,500,000 for

It was once pertinently said of the char­ 
acter of a certain piano-maker: 
“ Ho is 
like 
his pianos, 
square, upright, and 
grand.” 
Mr. William Ellis, for many years under­ 
writer of an English insurance company, 
could also lay claim to these adjectives as 
not too flatteringly descriptive of his own 
character. 
In all business transactions he 
was governed by a delicate sense of honor, 
which never allowed him to entertain for a 
moment the temptation to “sharp prac­ 
tice.” 
At the time when a great fire destroyed 
the town of Memei, several vessels lying in 
he harbor were burned, and among them 
rome which had been insured in Mr. Ellis’ 
company against the usual risks at sea. 
The question might therefore have arisen 
if a vessel burned at her mooring could be 
said to suffer injury “at sea.” 
Mr. Ellis without raising the point at all, 
paid the total loss in every case, and, by 
his example, obliged other companies to do 
the same. 
When the success of his company became 
firmly established, the directors offered him 
yearly present of £10,000 above his 
salary, but this he quietly refused, unless 
all the employes in the office should also re­ 
ceive a bonus in proportion to their respec­ 
tive salaries. 
Every one beneath him in 
official rank was treated with uniform 
justice and kindness, and the only com­ 
plaint made of him during his fifty years 
of service was that, as he took no holidays, 
he made others ashamed to take them. 
One more incident of his integrity, and 
perhaps the Lest, serves well to sliow on 
what principles he conducted business. 
A ship owner, who had for many years 
insured his vessels in this company, one day 
called at the office, and chanced to mention 
that, owing to his abseuce from town his 
clerk had omitted to renew the policy upon 
a vessel which had since been burned. 
“Did you intend to offer me the re­ 
newal?” asked Mr. Ellis. 
“Yes,” was the reply, and without a 
word further the ship owner was indemni­ 
fied for the total loss of the ship.

until the season of 1881, that summer in 
clover and timothy; first crop mowed for 
ha; ; the second crop very weak, and 
was plowed under abont middle of Oc­ 
tober, together with a heavy coat of 
barn >ard manure. Tho land allowed to 
rest nutil the following Jan e, then thor­ 
oughly cultivated; thou again wnen the 
aeasou arrived for sowing seed, cultivat­ 
ed and pulverized with a planter. Beer 
sown with a drill, thirty-two inches 
apart; in rows running north and sooth. 
Time of sowing the seed, July 15th 
cultivated en the 16th, 20th, and 23d o! 
July; and on the 23d of July thinned out 
the im nip i, leaving them to grow from 
twelve to fourteen inohes in the row. 
On the 25th of July hoed with a hand 
hue away from the turnips; 
on tie 
29;h cultivated again; 
August 6th 
cultivated; 
August 
14th cultivated; 
August 
17th 
and 
21st 
cultivated 
for the I aet time. 
Now it will be ob­ 
served that on the 15th id July I sowed 
the turnip seed, aud that on 16th of July 
or next day, (hat I commenced to culti­ 
vate them; to many this will not stem 
strange. 
Bat at that season of the year 
vegetation is very rapid, and as weeds 
grow as rapidilv as most cultivated crops 
and es I intended to raise a crop of tur­ 
nips rn preference to weeds, I kept cul­ 
tivating to keep the weeds from growing, 
moreover, I think it cheaper to cultivate 
with a horse, an i much belter than hand 
hoeing. 
I raieed from 1610 to 2000 
bushels to the acre that year. It is true 
that I had not kept count of the exact 
number of bushels, but I measured part 
of a row, and estimated according to that. 
I have raised turnips almost every year 
since I settled in LaPraine. But atter 
attending the Farmer*’ Institutes and 
reading essays cf scientific farmers— 
rather self styled—and well paid pro­ 
fessors at agricultural colleges, persons 
whom the farmers delight to honor—and 
for whose salaries they cheerfully tax 
themselves, it would indeed be pre- 
sumptuous to longer cultivate root crops. 
On one of these well paid professors be­ 
ing asked what be thought of feeding 
turnips 
to cattle, he turned around 
to the audience aid 
said: “Gentle­ 
men, the cheapest way that you can 
feed water to your cattle is to tarn them 
to the water trough.” And on an other 
oocassion as one of tho speakers (and I 
might say a regular sp .aker) at a farm­ 
er’s institute was *bked. what he thought 
of turnips for cattle—replied. * I have a 
good well of water, and a good wind 
mill; and I find that thn cheapest way to 
feed water to my cattle” These indeed 
are significant answers, 
and 
should 
be lea-urly pondered. 
I don’t want it supposed that I am op­ 
posed to the science in Buy form, or for 
any purpose whatever. Bot sham science 
I am 
no friend to. 
Ic is supposed bv 
many that they only have to atuly 
chem Btry, etc ,and become ex pert farm­ 
ers. 
What a delusion—but yet wide­ 
spread. I behave i ne of the most scien­ 
tific men in a Michigan college said, that 
it would take one hundred years to find 
on* scientifically what land would best 
produce—and that it wa* doubtful even 
lf it oouid be then told. 
Now it is well 
known that the labratoty, and 
field 
prec .ee, materially differ, and to corrob­ 
orate my theory have I not all the 
most scientific aud well or poorly paid 
professors corroborating my assertion. 
I will go farther aLd say, that any boy 
vtrsedin permutations can tell nj with 
the same so.’uraoy, the time or number 
of >eara that it will take to go over all the 
different kinds of feeds for cattle ann 
hogs. 
We Lave a great number of feed­ 
ing stuffs, and it seems that new van 
©ties are constantly pressing or opening 
up for us, such as blood, etc. 
In all our 
most progressive etatts we are having 
experimental stations established, and 
this most fully proves what I am trying 
to prove in a difftreat way, that is, thai 
farming cam:not. he learned from books. 
Farming i6 a science that must be learned 
pectic.lly, and like all other trades, all 
p raous are not adapted as farmers, and 
without 
a ime 
adaptation 
soienc 
ii 
thrown 
away, Why 
then 
cot 
h*.ve 
at 
cur 
experimental 
sta­ 
to r 
a 
farmer 
that 
can 
ccm 
bine the experience of o*her?, and other 
generations with his own, and not keep 
groping 
in the

But the 
greatest drawback in this country, and 
I might say in all other countries, is I hut 
persons gifted with knowledge of most 
any kind, if not in themselves ao’e to 
properly display it, for want of means it 
is left to rust and decay, and peop'e of 
inferior ability put where abler men 
would achieve wonders. 
Thirty years 
ago you could not persuade an Ameri­ 
can farmer tb .t a large horse woald per­ 
form more work on a farm than a small 
one; 
to day they all understand it, 
Thirty, [and one hundred 
years ago, 
some people understood it to perfection, 
and so it is to-day; many a man under­ 
stands the science of farming and its 
proper routine, better than 
will be 
known at the experiment station thirty 
years hence.
